Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 19-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 19, 20, and 21 are allowed for the reasons as indicated on the previous 
office action 3/28/03, in paper no. 4. 

The combination of a substrate provided with a heat generating member for 
creating a bubble in the liquid and a movable member arranged on said substrate in 
said liquid flow path, the movable member having a free end on said discharge port side 
to face said heat generating member, and said free end being positioned downstream of 
the area center of said heat generating member, wherein said movable member is 
formed by silicon nitride multilayered film with the composition being changed or 
impurities being added thereto, recited in claim 24. This invention solves the problem of 
precise alignment of each liquid flow path, because there is no need to position the 
movable member with the substrate. It is the combination, which is not taught or 
suggested in the prior art, which make the claims allowable over the prior art. 

The combination of a substrate provided with a heat generating member, and a 
cantilevered member arranged to face said heat generating member with a specific gap 
therebetween, said movable member being formed from either one of silicon nitride, 
diamond, amorphous carbon hydride, and silicon oxide, and being fixed to said 
substrate, recited in claim 25. This invention solves the problem of precise alignment of 
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each liquid flow path, because there is no need to position the movable member with 
the substrate. It is the combination, which is not taught or suggested in the prior art, 
which make the claims allowable over the prior art. 

The combination of a substrate provided with a heat generating member, and a 
cantilevered member arranged to face said heat generating member with a specific gap 
therebetween, said movable member being fixed to said substrate and being formed by 
a silicon nitride multi-layered film with the compositions being changed or impurities 
being added thereto, recited in claim 27. This invention solves the problem of precise 
alignment of each liquid flow path, because there is no need to position the movable 
member with the substrate. It is the combination, which is not taught or suggested in 
the prior art, which make the claims allowable over the prior art. 

The combination of providing a substrate with a heat generating member, and 
with a cantilevered type movable member arranged to face said heat generating 
member with a predetermined gap therebetween, wherein said movable member is 
provided on said substrate by a photolithographic method, recited in claim 28. This 
invention solves the problem of precise alignment of each liquid flow path, because 
there is no need to position the movable member with the substrate. It is the 
combination, which is not taught or suggested in the prior art, which make the claims 
allowable over the prior art.
